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COMPLEX PLAN 
TO CONTINUE...

HONITON Town Council has 
revealed that it is continuing to work 
on creating a community complex for 
the town. 

The announcement was made during the 
most recent Honiton Town Council 
meeting, held on Monday, January 10th. 

Plans to purchase the former Honiton 
Magistrates’ Court were also discussed. 

As previously reported in this newspaper, 
East Devon District Council (EDDC) 
decided to withdraw its offer of land at 
Lace Walk - which was Honiton Town 
Council’s preferred site for the community 
centre. 


However, that decision was reviewed and 
district council officials recommended that 
a partnership between the district and town 
council be reinstated and that the district 
council makes efforts to find an alternative 
site for the project if the proposed site at 
Lace Walk is considered unsuitable. 

Speaking to Pulman’s View, town 
councillor Mike Allen said after the most 
recent meeting of Honiton Town Council: 
“At the council meeting on Monday last I 
proposed, and it was accepted, that the 
town council should open negotiations to 
obtain the magistrates’ court site at less 
than best value. Having said that the 
refurbishment needed would be expensive 
and the need for a large 300-seat venue 
would not be achievable. 


“The council has been working for over 
20 years to obtain a site (for the community 
complex) and in close co-operation with 
EDDC, had agreed a very large sum of 
money as a grant towards the Lace Walk 
site. 

“I can understand the sense of betrayal 
among members of the council when the 
district council reneged on its 
commitments. With budget cuts in the 
offing for local councils, this will be the 
last chance for a long time to go for a large 
community building.” 

A meeting of the EDDC executive board 
is set to be held on Wednesday, February 
9th, when the issue will again be discussed. 

A spokesman for Honiton Town Council 
said: “Following the outcome of the EDDC 


executive board meeting on February 9th, a 
decision will be made at a meeting of the 
full town council on how to proceed.” 

A spokesman for EDDC added: “The 
executive board had considered a report on 
the Honiton Community Centre at its 
meeting on September 1st 2010. At that 
meeting, the board had resolved that a 
decision in respect of the community 
centre be deferred for further consultation 
and negotiation with Honiton Town 
Council. 

“The board now believe further work 
should be done to explore the feasibility of 
using land at Dowell Street.”

PLANS to introduce parking meters 
in Honiton High Street have been 
temporarily scrapped by Devon 
County Council (DCC).

“Some form of park and display or pay 
and display may well form part of those 
plans, and we will continue to listen in 
order to address parking and traffic 
problems.”

THE home belonging to an 
Ottery St Mary family is set to 
undergo a makeover thanks to 
the BBC. 

Since 2009 Ian and Morny Wright, 
of Slade Road, had been planning to 
transform their bungalow and create 
extra rooms for their t hr ee young 
boys. 

However, a run of bad luck has 
hampered the project and now the 
BBC’s ‘DIY SOS: The Big Build’ 
has stepped in to help. 

A spokesman for the BBC’s DIY 
SOS said: “The Wrights started 
work on a small extension and loft 
conversion back in February 2009 
but bad luck has severely hampered 
their progress. 

“Dad Ian has had to take on all of 
the labour himself, with the 
occansional helping hand from his 
good friend John, as they don’t have 
enough money to employ traders. 
Whilst all the work Ian has done is 
of an excellent standard, he just 
doesn’t have the time or the 
experience to complete such a 
massive build. But still he soldiers 
on. 

“Mum Morny suffers with chronic 
M.E and is unable to help with the 
build. On top of the build she has 
also had to nurse her mother through 
breast cancer and has suffered the 
death of her estranged father. 

“Their youngest son Casper also 
has behavioural problems which has 
made life very difficult living in the 
shell of a small bungalow. 

“We feel that they represent hard 
working families who take on 
ambitious projects with only the 
best intentions but for reasons 
beyond their control things don’t 
work out as planned and they find 
themselves in dire straights.” 

Speaking to this newspaper Morny 
said: “I was absolutely stunned 
when we were told that DIY SOS 


would be helping us out. I applied 
using their online website and then 
they got back to us asking for a bit 
more information. 

“It had been a couple of months 
since we had heard anything and we 
really didn’t know if we would hear 
from them again but then they got 
back to us and since then it has been 
unreal. 

“At the moment all the boys are 
sharing one bedroom and they have 
no personal space, it has been hard 
for them but now DIY SOS is going 
to put it right. 

“I don’t really know what they 


[DIY SOS] are going to do but 
whatever they do I am sure it will 
make all our lives so much better.” 

Volunteers in the area are now 
being urged to come forward and 
help out on the nine-day build, 
which starts on St Valentine’s Day 
(February 14th). 

The BBC spokesman added: 
“With the help of the local 
community we’re going to finish the 
build. This will give the boys the 
rooms they need for their personal 
development. 

“Ian and Morny are integral 
members of their community and it 


is their dream to start a music club 
for children in the area.

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POLICE INVESTIGATE 
FAILED ARMED RAID

POLICE are continuing to 
investigate a failed armed raid in 
Honiton. 

The incident took place on Sunday, 
January 9th, at approximately 7pm in the 
Rosemount Lane area of the town. 

According to police reports armed 
intruders burst into the property 
equipped with what is believed to be 
handguns and a knife. 

The incident left David Taylor and his 
wife Jenny needing hospital treatment. 
Their son Gary was also hospitalised 
with minor knife wounds. 

A spokesman for Devon and Cornwall 
Police said: “At around 7pm on Sunday, 
January 9th, an aggravated burglary 
occurred at a house located near the town 
centre in Honiton when the occupants 
were confronted by two armed men. The 
two intruders were armed with what is 
believed to be handguns and a knife. 

“It is believed the offenders fled from 
the scene empty handed when challenged 
by one of the occupants. 

“Following the incident two of the 
residents, a man and a woman, were 
taken to hospital suffering from shock 
and minor injuries.” 

Police have since confirmed that David 
was released from hospital a short while 
after being admitted but Jenny had been 
detained for observations. 

A force spokesman has also confirmed 
to this newspaper that descrpitions of the 


offenders are limited. 

He said: “Initial descriptions of the 
offenders are limited, but more details 
will be provided once established. Police 
are still waiting to get a full account from 
the victims who are a couple in their 
early 60s and a man in his mid 30s. 

“At this time police are unable to 
provide a description of the suspects, 
other than they were two men.” 

DI Sally Crabtree is leading the 
investigation and said: “This is a 
protracted enquiry and it is still very 
early in the investigation. We would like 
to appeal to anyone who has information 
or saw something unusual around the 
time of the incident to contact us. 

“Local police are making additional 
high visibility patrols in the area and 
there is nothing to suggest local residents 
should stop doing what they would 
normally do. This is thought to be an 
isolated incident which is very unusual 
for east Devon. 

“I would urge local people to go about 
their normal daily business but remain 
vigilant and report anything unusual to 
us straight away.” 

In the latest update, police say they are 
keen to hear from anyone who saw a man 
running in the area at the time of the 
incident. Officers are treating the man as 
a potential witness.

challenge their perceptions and which 
are appropriate to the environment in 
which they live.” 

As part of their comprehensive 
programmes, Thomas Burton did 
bushcraft, Oliver Persey studied 
human rights and Charlotte Hall did a 
week-long course in cell biology and 
genetics at Cambridge. 

Adam Ward was a Devon Youth 
Parliament member and spoke in the 
House of Commons. 

Jake Dove helped in a day centre for 
adults with learning disabilities and 
did a residential in the Scottish 
mountains. 

The youngsters were presented with 
their awards by Sir John Cave, Vice 
Lord-Lieutenant of Devon. 

The Gold Award can take a number 
of years to achieve, the average being 
around two. 

Each participant has to cover five 
different areas of achievement — a 
volunteering project, skills, physical 
recreation, expedition and residential 


experience. 

County councillor Christine 
Channon, Cabinet member for 
Schools and Skills, said prior to the 
event: “Congratulations to these 
remarkable young people for 
achieving this fantastic accolade. 

“I am delighted that once again so 
many young people from across 
Devon have been involved in this 
superb scheme, having undertaken a 
wide and varied range of projects and 
expeditions to achieve this award.

SECONDARY schools across Pulman’s Country 
have performed well according to the latest set of 
league tables, released on Wednesday, January 
12th. 

The tables show the GCSE and A-level results achieved 
by pupils who took the exams last summer. 

New measures introduced by the coalition government 
mean 35 per cent of pupils taking GCSEs must score at 
least five A* to C grades including English and maths. Any 
schools falling below this mark will come under scrutiny 
to make sure they improve. 

Just over 77 per cent of pupils at Axe Valley Community 
College, Axminster, gained five or more A* to C grades 
including English and maths. 

A level students at the Axminster college also scored 
well, with an average points score per candidate of 604.1. 

Colyton Grammar School was ranked among the top 
three schools in the country for GCSE results, with 100 per 
cent of pupils gaining five or more A* to C grades 
including English and maths. 

For A levels, Colyton was in the top five schools 
nationally, with an average points score per candidate of 
1298.6 - equivalent to more than four A* grades. 

Paul Evans, headteacher at Colyton Grammar School, 
said: “I am proud that the efforts of our students have been 
recognised and these excellent results reflect both their 
hard work and the support of staff. 

“Of course, there are many ways to judge a good school 
and I’m also proud of the range of community, leadership 
and extra-curricular activities such as sport and drama 
students have participated in.” 

Seventy one per cent of youngsters at Honiton 
Community College scored five or more A* to C in GCSE. 
A level students at Honiton achieved an average points 
score of 589.3. 

In Ottery St Mary, 78 per cent of pupils at The King’s 
School achieved five or more A* to C in GCSE and A level 
students had an average points score of 690.7. 

A spokesman for Devon County Council said: 
“Secondary schools across Devon have continued to 
improve their performance at GCSE. Over the past five 
years the percentage of pupils gaining five or more GCSEs 
at A* to C grades, including English and maths, has gone 
up from 46 to 54.7. 

“The county’s overall percentage rose by 2.9 per cent 
from 51.8 per cent in 2009 to 54.7 per cent last year. Over 
three quarters of Devon’s secondary schools improved 
their results in 2010 compared with 2009. 

“This continued progression is despite Devon being one 
of the worst funded education authorities in the country.”

MEMBERS of Lyme Regis Art 
Group spent a fascinating 
afternoon with one of our 
best-known and talented artists, 
Lynda White on November 16th. 

Lynda is renowned for her 
innovative approach to the use of 
different media and her workshops 
and courses on the use of watercolour 
have played a vital part in 
encouraging and teaching local 
artists. She introduced us to a new 
technique — the use of coloured 
charcoal. 

The inspiration for this 
demonstration had come from one of 
her courses where traditional 
charcoal is rubbed across a 
watercolour and then erased out to 
reveal areas of brightness. 

Lynda first produced a beautifully 
delicate watercolour painting of 
blackberries with autumn leaves, 
using ultramarine and burnt sienna 
for the darkest tones, and cadmium 
yellow and red for the unripe berries. 

She then rubbed swathes of the 
coloured charcoal right across the 
painting whilst keeping up a 
commentary on exactly which 
colours and techniques were being 
used. 

After this draconian act, she 
produced a variety of erasers, 
including a battery driven one-surely 
the ultimate in labour-saving devices 
for artists. 

She then carefully rubbed away 
areas of the charcoal to reveal the 
bright leaves and highlighted 
blackberries underneath. 

Darker areas of the picture were 
emphasised with more charcoal, 
creating a more energetic and 
dramatic picture from the original 
very delicate watercolour.

A SEATON action group is continuing to monitor 
the Tesco application for the town. 

Tescowatch Seaton is a group of local people who 
banded together to monitor the Tesco application in the 
town and report any discrepancies to East Devon District 
Council (EDDC). 

However, the group was close to being dissolved as a 
prominent member felt it was not being listened to by the 
district council. 

James Semple, former spokesman for Tescowatch 
Seaton, said: “I do not think we can do anything to stop 
Tesco. EDDC will not listen to anything against Tesco and 
no-one else will act on our behalf. 

“That being so, I think we should dissolve Tescowatch 
and take what is coming to us.” 

Tescowatch Seaton was formed in December 2009 and 
during a two-day exhibition more than 30 people signed up 
to join. Volunteers who joined the group where asked to 
adopt one of the 80-plus planning conditions imposed on 
Tesco by EDDC and report any discrepancies to the 
relevant authority. 

In an online blog, Mr Semple added: “Tescowatch is 
futile. We set it up to watch over Tesco and tell EDDC 
about any transgressions, expecting them to jump to 
defend the public interest. How naive can you get? 

“EDDC are making things as easy as possible for Tesco. 
Since no-one will listen to us, there is no point in 
complaining about anything.” 

However, Mr Semple has confirmed that Tescowatch 
will continue but that he will be taking a back seat. 

He said: “Whatever my feelings on the matter, a number 
of Tescowatch stalwarts are keen to continue with the 
project, and I am happy to support them. 

“While I may have lost touch with the movement, the 
movement will continue with other leaders. I will still do 
work for Tescowatch — but others will be forming policy 
and representing Tescowatch to the powers ranged against 
us. 

“2011 will bring many changes to Seaton — here’s 
hoping we can live with them.”

IN terms of the more recent history of this 
country we tend to use the invasion of the 
Romans, some 2,000 years ago, as a cut-off point 
and the commencement of “civilisation” as we 
understand it, yet for thousands of years prior to 
that period this country was inhabited by our 
ancestors, men and women who lived, worked 
and existed within those eras we term the Bronze 
and Iron Ages. 

In terms of real time they are but a flick of an eye 
away from us even though they may seem so remote. 
Now, there is a chance to explore something of the 
history and background of those earlier inhabitants 
through a special walk organised by the Blackdown 
Hills Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty (AONB) 
team and which will be led by archaeologist Hazel 
Riley. 

The walk is intended to discover something of the 
Iron Age history of the Blackdown Hills and to explore 
the prehistoric hill fort at Dumpdon Hill, owned by the 
National Trust, and which was built 2,500 years ago. 

The site has been explored and examined over the past 
20 years, since the Great Storm of 1990 destroyed many 
of the beech trees on the hill to expose the ground and 
make excavations possible. The event will show how 
these remains and marks of the past can be seen in 
today’s landscape, and especially in winter when the 
lack of cover makes it easier to see and interpret the 
surface of the land. 

Those attending the walk will learn how hill forts 
were constructed and discover the ways and manner of 
Iron Age life in the surrounding hamlets and farms. 

The walk takes place this coming Saturday, January 
22nd, commencing at 10am. If you’d like to take part 
book at the AONB office on 01823 680681 or email:

Now, do you perchance have an interest in marine life 
and would like to know more and extend your 
knowledge? Would you care to understand more about 
Marine Protected Areas and the difference between 
European and National Marine Sites? 

Do you know a blenny from a goby or an edible from 
a shore crab? Well, Dorset Wildlife Trust is offering the 
chance to discover more about marine biology and 
conservation through volunteering at the Fine 
Foundation Marine Centre, Kimmeridge Bay. 

Quite simply, volunteer Marine Wardens are being 
recruited to assist the DWT team to run the marine 
centre, welcome visitors, lead public events and 
promote the seashore, while working with the centre’s 
team. It doesn’t matter that you may have no experience 
in these areas, as you will learn “on the job” through 
mentoring and by regular training and through practical 
activities on the shore. There is also a training and 
events programme for volunteers. 

The Kimmeridge Marine Wardens have been looking 
after and protecting the Purbeck Marine Wildlife 
Reserve for some seven years through an awareness and 
education programme on the beach in the summer 
months, pointing out to visitors the astonishing array of 
marine life on the shore. So, if you would like to join 
the team and spend time on this beautiful stretch of 
Dorset coast, while helping to preserve its marine 
wildlife, contact Julie Hatcher on 01929 481044 or 
email kimmeridge@dorsetwildlifetrust.org.uk by 
January 31st. Volunteer Marine Wardens must be over 
18, have their own transport and be able to commit to 
two days a month.

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THILE it may no longer be fashionable to 
serve up puff pastry vol-au-vents at a 
party, equally tragic looking is a roomful 
of hungry guests nibbling miserably on a bowl of 
crisps. 

According to Lucy Cufflin, author of Lucy’s Food, the 
canape is very often ignored by party hosts, despite being 
an easy and relatively cheap way of impressing your 
friends, a brilliant way to avoid the dreaded dinner party 
and a good way to make sure guests are kept fully sated 
throughout the night. 

Here are her tips for creating “maximum effect” canapes 
with “minimum effort”. 

• If you are planning to serve canapes in place of a meal 
then you need 10-12 per person. If it is pre-dinner then 
three to four, and if it is a drinks party or shorter period of 
time, then around eight per person. 

• Keep the selection small: remember people like to 
have seconds of something delicious. If you are planning 
to serve 12 per person, perhaps limit the choice to 6 or 7 
types. 

• Make sure you have a selection of meat, fish and 
vegetarian canapes to serve. 

• It’s great to have a mixture of hot and cold canapes. 
Lay them out on a few oven trays, so you can slot them in 
the oven as you need them. You don’t want them all to 
come out at the same time. 

• Remember, canapes are eaten with fingers, so warm 
ones want to be warm, rather than too hot to handle! 

• Nothing looks worse than a canape tray with two to 
three canapes left, so re-fill once it’s two thirds empty so it 
always looks inviting. 

• In between replenishing canapes, give your plates a 
little wash so they always look freshly made up. 

• Pop sprigs of fresh herbs or even flowers on the trays. 
It’s wise to get these garnishes planned in advance, so you 
can quickly add them to the trays as they leave the kitchen. 

• Keep cold canapes covered so they do not dry out and 
think about where you are going to store them. The fridge 
can be too cold and may affect texture and taste, so a larder 
is ideal or another cool part the house. 

• Write yourself a list of what to make when and make 
sure you give yourself plenty of time. Children, dogs, TV, 
telephone all get in the way! 

• Ask friends or family to help, as making canapes can 
be a very sociable affair. Get some good music playing, 
have a drink while you prepare and enjoy! 

Steak and horseradish croustades 
(25-30 bite-size croustades) 

1 part-baked baguette 
Olive oil to drizzle 
150-200g rump steak 
A little vegetable oil 
3tbsp horseradish sauce 
150ml double cream 

Small handful of rocket or other herb, to garnish 

Slice the baguette into five mm-thick slices (25-30 
slices). Place on a baking sheet (no need to grease) and 
drizzle over the olive oil. Just a drop on each is fine as the 
oil will soak through the bread as it cooks. Cook 
uncovered for six to eight minutes or until the croustades 
are golden-brown. They need to be slightly crispy, but not 
dark brown or they will be too hard and taste burnt. Allow 
to cool then store in a plastic bag or sealed container. 
These will keep for up to one month in an airtight 
container in a cupboard, so make them when you have 
leftover bread and some spare space in the oven. Then you 
can simply pull them out of the cupboard when you want 
them - easy! 

Rub the steak on both sides with the oil and heat a frying 
pan until smoking. Cook for one to two minutes on each 
side. Season with salt and wrap in foil. Leave to cool then 



chill for at least one hour, or up to 24 hours in the fridge. 

Whisk the cream and horseradish sauce together until 
thick (about one minute). Cut off any fat and slice the beef 
wafer-thin. Put teaspoonfuls of cream onto the croustades 
and then one to two slivers of beef piled up. Top with a 
little leaf or herb sprig. 

Lucy’s tips: Own-brand horseradish sauce is fine for 
these croustades, but remember to stay close to the oven 
while they are cooking to avoid burning them.

GOALKEEPER 

HOSPITALISED

STEVE O’Brien is back recovering at 
his Axminster home this week after an 
horrific injury saw him being rushed 
to hospital by the Devon Air 
Ambulance Trust service. 

The 24-year-old Millwey Rise 
goalkeeper was knocked unconscious 
following a clash of heads during the 
second half of the Perry Street League 
Division One game at home to Crewkerne 
Town. 


When medical staff arrived they quickly 
decided that it was essential to get O’Brien 
to hospital as soon as possible so the air 
ambulance service was called, initially to 
take him to the Royal Devon and Exeter 
and then later transfer him to the specialist 
neurological unit at Plymouth’s Derriford 
Hospital. 

“They put me into a coma for nine hours 
and when I woke up in the helicopter going 
down to Plymouth and started fighting they 
put me under again,” said O’Brien. 

“I had some scans which luckily didn’t 
show any damage but I have fractured my 


skull at the back of my head and I will be 
out of action for one or two months. 
Luckily they have allowed me back home 
and I don’t feel too bad. I’d play again next 
week if they let me!” 

The incident happened during a second 
half corner when Millwey were leading 3- 
1 . 

“I don’t know what happened to be 
honest and all I can remember is looking at 
the corner flag,” added O’Brien. 

“Apparently one of their players came in 
to head the ball and caught me on the back 
of the head. I was wiped out and just hit the 


deck and started fitting. One of our lads put 
me in the recovery position and then they 
called the ambulance. I don’t remember a 
thing.” 

Millwey Rise manager Shane 
Featherstone said the game was held up for 
almost an hour while the helicopter arrived 
and staff assessed the situation. 

“It was very upsetting but there was no 
malice at all in the challenge, it was just 
one of those things that happen in 
football,” said Featherstone. 

“Steve is a really nice lad and everyone at 
the club wishes him a speedy recovery.”
